Terrible Experience of a TelS- 
Krnph Operaiior. 

An Apache Chiefs Desperate 
Attempt to Escape. 

UNITED STATES. 
PiTT.sDUiw, Nov. 4. — Peter Kenney, 
employed as a talegraph; -Operator at In- 
graham Staticn, on the Pfttsburg, Oin- 
cinnuti it St, Louis Railroad, had an ad- 
venture oarly this morning that he will 
not soon forgot. Ho hoard u nuisa as if 
some ono woro trying to open tho door, 
but thought nothing of it nor oven look- 
ed from bis work until he was startled by 
aomQthiDg;touobing fain eoat sleeve. He 
partly turned around and to his horror 
saw a tall, j,'auiit figuro drosaod in white 
with a loiifi; kmfo in its hand standing 
directly over him. Ho cloiired tho slight 
railing surrounding hia desk at a single 
bound, but the strange visitor was be- 
tween him and the duor, and ho began 
pleading for his life. Tho apuctro inadu 
no move to follow him, except to prevent 
hia escapo by tne door. As the ;;hi)8tly 
creature made no advaiicu, tho oporator 
in a moaeuro recovered his self-posBoeaion 
and stood on the defensive in the further 
corner of the room. The -apparition then 
seated itself in Konney's chair beforo tho 
telegraph iiistruinonta, keeping a cloao 
watch on the movenioiits of the operator. 
They maintauied tho same relative poai- 
tioua for nearly an hour, during which 
time the trains on the railroad approach- 
ingi that point were brought to a stand- 
still. One or two trains had been stopped 
for the signal to go ahead . Tho crow of 
the first train walked up the track to tli«i 
telegraph office to find out tho cauao of 
the delay, when they diacovorcd tho opar- 
ator's predicament and subdued hia c.t[i- 
tor after a desperate strugglo. It waa 
B^btequently learned that the strange visi- 
tor resided at Sheridan Station, nearly a 
mile away, and had eacapcd from hia homo 
about midnight. 

Memphis, i?sov. -l, — A fire at noon to- 
day burned tho Chickasaw Oopperatiye, 
Oompaiiy'a works on Front efreet, sntail-'' 
ing a loaa of §100 GOO. 

PiiEDLO, Col. , Nov. 4 — ^[angus Oolo- 
row, the Apache chief, in charge of a de- 
tachment of colored troops, now on the 
way to Florida, attempted to escape near 
Puablo thia morning. When the train 
was three miles oast of Pueblo and run- 
ning forty miles per hour, Maiigii's asked 
permission to go into the auloon, which 
was granted. As soon as he entered ho 
locked tho door, smashed tho ylasa and 
leaped through the window, Tho train 
ran a milo before it could be atiippud. 
VVhen it backed up, Maiigua wa^ found 
lying on a aide track uncontoious and bad- 
ly out and broiaed. He was taken aboard 
the oar and came to hia sonaea. Ho then 
made a desperate fiL;ht. One hand had 
slipped out of the manaclea, leaving thorn 
hanging to tho other and ho slugged tiie 
soldier guard with it in the face, knocking 
him down. Then he got on tho tl jor and 
thence undw the s^at, struggliof^ with a 
half dozen soldiers and howling. Thereat 
of tho Apaches set up a roar, but the 
coach was guarded by a ne[»ro with a 
cocked revolver in hia hand. For a while 
the bedlam prevailed. Finally Mangua 
was stretched across two seats with the 
bell cord wound around bis body from 
head to foot. The -audden"'. death 
last Tuesday at SantV Maria' 'of the 
ypaniah int rpreter made Mangua aullen 
and ho loek it to hoait greatly, which 
IS suppuaod to have caused hia fit of des- 
peration ,

Little time was occupied in ob- 
taining a jury and JMcOabo's oounael 
stated that hia client was sufl'ering from 
paralysis, resulting from an injury to hia 
head some time ago."

Indeed. ho would soon hecoino im- 
becile and ho thougiit ho could bo bettor 
cared for by hin fainil}' limn in a [Uiblic 
inKtitiition. A number ot other t.tpui 1 1 
gave aimilar testimony. The District, 
Attorney expressed himself bs_ satisfied, 
that the priaone'r*. was insane'^BDd the 
jury brought in ih'verdict t6 " that .effect. 
MctJabe was then taken back to Ludlow 
btrott jail.

THE TIMES IVANDfiliS. 

We think we have been Buoceasful io 
mokiriK the Times a laughing atock in the 
eyes of the publio on the precedent ques- 
tion. After we had proven as strongly as 
possible tho CDrrectnoBs of the position wo 
bad taken, uur murourial CDiitdmporary 
rushed off into a bnttle between the Mon- 
troal Gazette and Herald, and endeavored 
to jprove aorhething by the utterances of 
the latter. Upon our showing just how 
much iniporttiiico should bo attached to 
tho "bibulous buffounery" of tho editor of 
theHerald.we are acousod of driftiug away 
into irrelevant mattar, into which we 
were ledby our wandering contemporary. 
Yeiterday we Qnd the great constitutional 
authority of tho Times, completely ignor- 
ing tho quosUon at issue, hunting up the 
old tilaa of The Colonist in a vain effort to 
prove its inconsistency. We should like 
very much just for once to succeed in 
keeping the Times to the point, but we 
have given up all hope of ever being able 
to do so. Once wo get our agile friend 
down to anything like ivrgument he 
flies off at a tanget, and in sentences 
fearfully and wonderfully miide, car- 
ries us off either to lieliriug'a Hea or 
Patagonia. Wo must be oxouiied from fol- 
lowing him into the remote regions he 
would lead ua. What the political hiHtory 
of Britiab Oolumbia has to do with the 
qneation of precedent in Ontario we have 
beeni^Bop^ng fpr; some days we fail to 
see. V^rt{^T?i6y^A, we think, to tho 
aatistactiurof car readers, the correctueaa 
of tlie ground wo took with rofereuco to tho 
the precedents of 1801, lH(i3 laid 1871, and 
having done tliiit our duty ceases. Wo 
think, too, wo have shown that tho Timaa 
writer Las been caught napping, and that 
his boasted knowledge of tho political his- 
toiia of Ontario ia vague and 
BUperfioial. lie undoubtedly knows 
aomgtbing a^put political methods in that 
province, and* cbal^ giro ua, did ho so 
desire, quite a sensational article on the 
Bubjoct, but we shall not nross him to do 
BO. The e-xtracta quoted from The Coluiiist 
of 1882 in his yesterday's isiuo must have 
been welconaed eagerly by those of his 
readers who like to see somo good English 
occasionally. Tho great mind, which 
succeeded so admirably only a few months 
ago in ivrocking the fortunes of his pun, 
by his rashness, will probably hesitate in 
future before inviting an altnck which 
can only result in his discomfiture, 

SCIENTIFIC THOUGHT! 

Science is usually considered the genius 
of the nineteenth century, — the distino 
tiveteature which makes our time in im- 
portant reapocti different from any other 
time in tho world, s history, and therefore 
a scientist counta for rather more than or- 
dinary mortals. But it is often quite a 
puzzle for ordinary people to decide who 
have a right to claim this honor and who 
have not. So far as we can see there are 
acientists and scientists. A large number 
of individuals who obtain a certain 
amount of knowledge regarding the ele- 
menta or something else, which is beyond 
the reach of the multiiud. As such mat- 
ters are now conducted, a person of this 
description finds no difficulty in obtiining 
a high-sounding title, and thun tho doc- 
tor or professor goes about the world do- 
liveiing orations, writing so called scien- 
tifio efsays and making iprediotions that 
never do any good and usually an immense 
amount of injury. This class has no 
cnnneclion with the real scholar, who 
studies long and carefully and never makes 
a public annouDcement until ho has dem- 
onstrated his position. Books written by 
these true leaders of thought are apt to 
disappoint tho ordinary ruader, as they 
contain nothing of the sensatioual element, 
and tbejiptual faots in almost any field are 
ueTer 80 aiufling aa.tbe imagination broad- 
ened accounts of those who know a little 
and yet not enough to perceive how very 
little tuiU little is. It is said by those who 
ought to '.<now that with all that has been 
accouipiiahtd by the universities of Europe 
and Americii, ver.v few men have been ubio 
to develop an ability to take a ficientifiu 
Tiew tff-WJy-' subject tliey mi^^ht connider. 
The anperflcially educated half Hcientists 
are never agreed among themselven, and 
the theoretical structureri whioh thoy eroot 
with the .utmost oaro are knocked into men- 
tal kindling wood by others who could do 
no better themselves. Most of those called 
evolutienists are men of this stamp, and 
the controversies which thoy arc continually 
conducting through the columns of Bomi- 
Boientific periodicals are terribly mystify- 
ing and misleading to the average ruader, 
who has neither opportunity or inclina- 
tion to acquaint himself with the subject. 
All theao advocates of development the 
orica have lately received an unploasanl 
shukiiig up al the hands of investigators, 
who are bringing ancient Kgypt forth into 
the light of modern wisdom. lu the casus 
of mummieu, wheat and barley and pru- 
served flowfirs are found which could not 
have grown leas ihun five thousrmd years 
ago, aiid yet oi'cry ppL'oinien \i exactly the 
same as that produced to-day. A. grain of 
barley taken from a case where it has re- 
mained oveD' since before tho days of 
Abrahada, cannot be distinguished from 
one grown in British Oolumbia this very 
summer, and ' tho delicate violets that 
adorned tho gardens of tho Pliaroahs are 
shown to be perfect patturiia uf tlioso tiiat 
decorate our aummor Inndscapo. This is 
pretty good evidence that if there ever 
' was aiiy evolution of plant life it closed 
up business some time before tho begin- 
ning of hiaiory, which la '.'(luivalont to 
saying such a method of development 
never existed. >. . - , . 

• ' ^ : — 

Thk principal coalfielcls of Gr:?at Brit- 
ain, namely those of Nowciatlo, South 
Wales and tho Clyde country, yield about 
170 million tons a year. It ia estimated 
that at this rate of production tiu) supply 
will hold out for six hundred to eigh; 
hundred years. GerwnyjB ooal Btipply. 
is more bountoom an'd'is believed to be 
good for a thousand yoara to como. 
Franco, Austria, Denniurk, Kuaain, Swed- 
en and Italy are also so well supplied with 
ooal fields that there is no proEpect of 
exhaustion tor centuries to como. Before 
tho world's coal can be exhausted we 
know not what science and discovery may 
do to supply a substitute. It would seem 
that not only the proaont generation but 
many generations to como may rest easy 
BO far as tho question of fuel is ooncornod.

ONTARIO COPPER. 

The Immense Depoaita of Cop- 
per in §udbury District. ~ 

From the October number of the Oan- 
adiua Mining Review, published at Oiti- 
wa, wo extract the following in reference 
to the large deposits now being worked 
near the line of the 0. P. R. in Sudbury 
district,. Ontario. 

•'The main lode, carrying tho yellow 
iulphurnt of copper ore, has been traced 
by Burlnce croppings for a diBtance of 
about four miles and eitjnds from lot 5 
in the lat concession of the township of 
Bieaird, known as Stobie, or ^Mineral Hill 
location, south-westward to lot 2, in the 
12th Qoncesiioii of McKim, known as 
(Jopper Cliff locution. Another Inde ap - 
pears on tho let 11, iu the 5th concession 
of McKira, about live miloa from Sud- 
bury, where it is croBsod by the main lino 
of tho Oiinadian Pacific railway. 

"The mineralized portion of the main 
lode in tlTe Sudbury district is ooinpoaed 
of yellow sulphuret of copper, (copper py- 
rites) interaected by airings of galena, and 
at some pointi measure from 40 to GO feet 
in width of high grade of ore which will 
probably yield 8 to 15 per cent, 
of motallio copper. Although these fig- 
urea are intinituly below those which have 
been published, aujono familiar with the 
Jiistwy of the important copper mines iu 
Wthef parts of the world will readily agree 
with na in the opinion that if the above 
data can ha relied upon aa the average 
character of the Sudbury lode, it will de- 
velop into a mine, or a number of mines, 
of gigantio proportions and anlimited capa< 
bilitiu-s. 

".ibout one hundred msn are now em- 
ployed, and owing to tho vory favorable 
position of tho deposit at this point the ore 
can be raised at small cost, and in large 
iiuantity. Quite 2000 tons of ore aro now 
the dump awaiting shipment, aud the 
company is forwarding about 16 oar loads 
daily to the smeltiog works in New Jersey. 
Itia thought that ultimately the output of. 
copper ore from this locality will tiud its 
way to Cleveland, and Detroit, aa the ro- 
duotion in freight rates to those points 
would bo an importantitem. The distance 
by rail to Lake Huron ia about 70 miles, 
from whence it can be shipped iu ora ves- 
sels direct to tho ameltora. It ia not un- 
likely that furuacea will eventually be oroot- 
ed in proximity to tho mines. "

THE TORONTO MAIL INTER. 
VIEWS mR. IIIGCilNS. 

lie Discusses Hie Progress of the 
Province, as Welt as Mai* 
ters Political. 



Mr. D. W. Higgins, of Victoria, B. C, 
who ia at present in the city, favored a re- 
presentative of the Mail with half nn hour's 
interesting talk yesterday morning at tho 
Queen's. Mr. IliggiiiK ia n man of many 
positions, but ho seems halo and hearty 
under tho weight of them . IJesidea being 
editor of Tlie Daily Uoloniat, tho lending 
paper in the Pnciflo province, ho ia a mem- 
ber of tho provincial logialature, chairman 
of the school board of Victoria aud tt city 
alderman. He is a Nova Sootiau, but set- 
tled in Viotorio in 1858. lie joined the re- 
porting staff of The Colonist in 18G0, aud 
with the exception of an interval of three 
and a half yeara has been connected with 
that journal ever since. Tho paper became 
his property in 18(!f). Mr. Higgins' travel- 
ling companion ia Jlr. Fell, tho Mayor of 
Victoria, who loft for Ottawa on Wodnos- 
day. 

THK CITI or VICTOUIA. 

"When I first went to Victoria," said Mr. 
Higgins in reply to an iutorrogation, "it 
was then nothing but a fur trading village, 
consistiug of a fort surrounded by pali- 
sades, a few honi^OB and ii sparau popula- 
tion. To-day it is a haudaoaio eity of 
000 inhabitants, and growing vory fiint. Its 
situation is lovely aud its driven superb. 
Wo can knock your streets all to pieces. 
The roiula are macadami/ud and then a 
steam roller goes over them . The city is 
lighted by electricity; tho telephone syatom 
is in full force; we have .i mayor aud coun- 
cil, consisting of nino aldermen; a paid tiro 
department, and un abundant supply of 
water. A vast sewerage system is about to 
be undertaken, and a bylaw will shortly be 
submitted to the citizens for the raising of 
half a million dollars for this purpose. A 
public ni.\rket is also under consideration. 

"C" Jiattery, ns you aio doubtluHS aware, 
is to be located in British (Joluuibiii. It 
will be toniporarily quartered iu the agri- 
cultural hall at Victoria, but will eventually 
bo removed to Esquimalt, throe miles away, 
where the naval depot and imperial dock- 
yard are. Fortifications are being surveyed 
there now." 

"This, of course, is not your first visit 
east?" 

"Oh, nol I was here three or four years 
8^0, but this is my first trip over the Cana- 
dian Pacific railwoy. I am greatly aur- 
prisod ut the marvelloua progress Toronto 
is making;" adding 'vith a smile on his 
countenance, "your streets aro very muddy 
though." 

THK GIlKAT IIAILWAY. 

"How does the Canadian Paoillo railway 
compare with the other roads across^ the 
EooWes?" ■ 

"Well, the scenery is sublime, and far 
excels anything I have previously seen. As 
to the construction, I don't boUeve another 
route in the world equals it in what might 
be called 'engineeriug audacity.' It seems 
OS if obstaolea have boon overcome which 
soma engineers thought insurmountable. 
The line aa originally laid out by Major 
Sogers in the Selkirks, skirted a mountain, 
which necessitated heavy rock-cutting for 
about fifteen miles. After a mile or two 
bad been out some young engineer, I forget 
his name for the moment, submitted a plan 
of a zigzag route, obviating much heavy 
work, and this was eventually adopted." 
PBoant'sa op b. u. 

"Haa the completion of tho line brought 
about any great influx of ponulatiou as 
yet ?" 

"Yes, quite a number of people have set- 
tled on'rthe'iiBland this y6«r, ontheFraser, 
and in the Spallnmohesn valhy in the in- 
terior. In tho latter place there is some 
fine wheat-growing land — bard wheat. 
Since the railway has been built settlers 
have boon coming in aud visitoM during 
the Bummor hnv« been vory numerous. In 
fact our hotol accommodation, good as it 
invariably is, has been taxed to the ut- 
m«st." 

MINING ON THK PAClFIO. 

"Is there anything being done in the way 

of developing the mines of the province?" 

"Yes, partly. Tho quartz mines are be- 
ginning to attract attention, but mining is 
at present in somewhat of an embryotic 
state, and it would not bo fair to state that 
the mines oro rich until they have been 
fairly tested. A company is now at work' 
at Lillooot. A complete plant has been 
put iu, and if their operations are succoas- 
fol others will doubtless be induced to open 
up the region. In a o^nple pf months wo 
expeot tbleafri something' aeoirive." 

nSBSBICB.' 

"What about the fisheries of British 

Columbia?" 

"Well, you know, Hon. Mr. Foster visit- 
ed us this summer. Ue chartered a Nova 
Scotia schooner, the Pathfinder, and had 
her Utted out as a fishing veBsel, to go north 
with a number of Newfoundlanders, who 
had come out tor the purpose of liahiug and 
testing tho flsherieaof tho uorlli-weat couat 
of tho province. The result waa moat aat- 
isfaotory. A great cod bank was discover- 
ed. I say cod, booauao that ia what tho 
white people call it — black cod, but the 
Indiana call it 'skill. ' Speoimens of this 
fish were sent to tho Smithsonian institute 
and to England, and they are pronounced 
by fiuthorities to ba those of one of the 
most nutritions fishes known. This ISlsok 
cod averages ten pounds in weight. It is 
found in sixty fathoms of water and bites 
voraciously when the bait is lowered to 
th<;m. It is certainly tho most remarkable 
ftsh I have ever known, and J believe it will 
be a great article of export. Ualmon, hali- 
but, sole, herring, torbot, sturgeon and 
many other vairities are very plentifuL*' 

IMTSBFBOYIMOIAIi TBAOB. 

"Are you sending away much produce at 

presout?" 

"CouaiJor.iblo. Lumber ia leaving tho 
Paoitlo coast in fair quaiititioa aud fresh 
fruit aud fresh llsh are beiug largely sent 
Into the Northwest territoriea. 1 saw Brit- 
ish Columbia salmon iu AViunipog, also 
fruits, but the local freight rates are at 
present too high, and uulesa they are low- 
ered they will stifle these industries. I 
have reason to believe, however, that tho 
0. P. 11. conipauy is alive to that fact, Tiiid 
that it will make the neeesfary cliangea, 
Vfu can grow all tho fruits ami produce, all 
tho lumber aud lisli the Xorlhwest will 
ever require, niul wo can take in e,\ehauge 
their wheat and other faim produce, butter, 
cheese, etc. Our climate is a delightful 
one. Scarcely a Now Year's day comes 
round hi\t we oan go into our gardens and 
pick flowers of every description. Hy the 
way, just to give you an idea. This is ab- 
solutely as near un approach to a Viotoria 
winter's day as anything I could describe." 

rOLITIOAL AYFAIBS. 

"How aro political matters in your 
province 1" 

"The position of politic;*! parties ia not 
very well dotinud. There are a groat 
many conaervalivos and rcforinors from 
old Canada; but I ho late election did not 
turn on Dominion issues. The Smithq 
l^ovarnmcnt waa sustained by a Isrg^'ina- 
jority at the polls, although the liberal 
paper bitterly opposod it. The govern- 
ment haa I'J aupp irtera out of a houao of 
27. We have only one chamber, ana the 
system works well. The preient govern- 
ment, which has juat obtained another 
loaao of power for four yoau, settled all 
tho dilliculties botwoon tho province and 
tho Dominion, with tho exception of o.io 
or two which will bo Bubtnitted to the

exchequer court, so that it has brought 
peace and quietness botweeii our 
province and tho Dominion. Tho rail- 
way has been finished during its ton- 
uro of oftice, the Island railway is com- 
pleted, and the dry dock constructed. The 
govornmont has also carried out a system 
of public improvemonta which has proved 
bonoticial to tho country, erected schools, 
built roada, and tho country has settled 
up vory rapidly under its administration, 
and under these oircumstanoes l presume 
tho people thought' it better not to turn it 
out. It has been a progrosaive govorn- 
mont. Mr, Duck, the late finance minis 
ter, was defeated in the last election and 
tho portfolio he hold hao since boon iii- 
cltiUed in that of provincial ac:;relary, ho 
that only three ministers will now appo.-ir 
on the Uoor of the assembly . The moin- 
berj of the legislature each receive §400 
sessional iddomnity, the ministers draw- 
ing salaries of $3,000 Heach in addition. 
With regard to Dominion iaauoa I think 
the feeling in the province is strongly in 
favor of Sir John's goveriiinotit. The 
people uf British Columbia recognize that 
they owe everything to the present gov 
eminent, without casting any reflection 
on tho other parly. Tho completion of 
the Cjiiadiaii Pacific railway ia an achieve- 
niunt of which any country might be 
proud It was promised to British Co- 
lumbia whon she entered confederation, 
and Sir John Macdonald and his cabinet 
have pushed- it on to oompletion. I fully 
anticipate that British Columbia will 
again return SIX supporters to the pre- 
sent administration at the general elec 
tion." 

THE PROVINCIAL BODNOARY. 

"Ia anything being done to settle the 
question of the boundary bol ween Alaska 
and British Colutnbia 7" 

"Nothing, 80 far as I am aware, but 
something will have to be done before 
long. It will become necessary as the 
coaet settles up. There'are mines in the 
north which no one khbws whether they 
are in Alaska or in Britiah Columbia ter- 
ritory. The Americans any it will cost 
ten milliim dollars to dedce the boundar- 
ios, but it will never reijuire that sum. It 
ought not to coat more than what was re- 
quired to determine the 49th parallel, 
which waa dune by the Royal engineora 
and tho American engineers. Of course, 
the country ia aomewhat inaccessible, bui 
it is no more of a terra incognita than our 
country was in 1859." 

Mr. Higgins, before the interview 
closed, intimated .that . he was . gathering 
aa much ° ihforniatioh as ^he could with 
regard 1 1 the aohool systama of Ontario 
and Quebec. The schools of British Col- 
umbia were reported tu be flourishing, 
tho government being moat generous in 
iti annual grants.-^ -Operate -sohools do 
not exist ia the province, ail -denomina- 
tions workijigttogether un- 
der one obinlmori iiyitem. Mr. Higgins 
leaves for Montreid tliis.;mbrm,ng; ; 



Tlic Indian <lnustion. 

To TUE Editor: — A few days ago we 
had the boastful assertion of tho vast 
beueSts bestowed by tho governinont on 
the Indians, and yesterday wo have the 
tacit acknowledgment that nothing has 
been done for them. "Open cunfesaion" 
is good somotimoa. Tho govorninent has 
no difficult duty; it ii simolo and plain — 
treat the meanest of Her Majesty's sub- 
jects justly. The Indian , title is vital— 
not mythical. If mythical, why dti gor- 
eruraoiits go to the trouble and expense 
of quieting it — simply becnuao it is vital 
tu the peace and sett'ement of countries, 
and just to the first poasussots of the 
soil. 

The Canadian government haa nothing 
to do wUh paying for Indian title m this 
province. Good wishes aro a very cheap 
commodity, and if all the whit-3s had 
given (bom that only, the Indian would 
not have been in his present condition. 
Why did some of those "woU-wishors" 
not put their wishes in practice by going 
to Metlakahtla to see justice done? 

The public schools of the country are 
not adapted to the first stage, in Indian 
teaching; if it were, would the white 
well-wishers allow their children to go to 
the same school as the Indian). I think 
not. I hardly expected government 
schools to be opened for Indians, and 
merely alluded to it to show that no gov- 
ornment of British Columbia made an 
effort to raise tho Indian from his primi- 
tive condition. If the term "misloadera" 
is such a aweot morsel it does not ult'ect 
mo vory much to have it used. 

If anything untoward happens, those 
who uphold the just cause of the Indion 
will not bo to blame, but those who defter 
coming to an amicable underdtauding in 
tho udjustmoiits of rights, which cannot 
bo igixircd, will bo vofy much to blurno. 

Tho law of England ignores tho Indian 
title, but English govornmoiita, from the 
king down to the m.ist patty colonial gov- 
ornmont (excepting this province) have 
acknowledged tho Indian title for the laat 
hundred years.
